BILL 

TO 

Limit the Hours for sale of Intoxicating Drinks in Ireland, a.d. 1890. 

W HEREAS it is expedient to amend the provisions of the Acts 
regulating the hours during ■which premises for the sale of 
intoxicating liquors may he kept open in Ireland : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 

5 by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. Notwithstanding the provisions of section forty-three of the Hours of 
Act passed in the session of Parliament held in the twenty-third sale of 
10 and twenty-fourth years of the reign of Her present Majesty, jf q t °^g atillg 
chapter one hundred and seven, and section seventy-eight of the 
Licensing Act, 1872, it shall not be lawful for any person to sell or 
expose for sale, or to open or keep open any premises for the sale of 
intoxicating liquors on any day not being Sunday, Good Priday, 

15 Christmas Day, or any day appointed for a public fast or thanks- 
giving at any time between the hour of nine o’clock at night and 
the hour of nine o’clock in the morning. 

2. Every holder of a licence granted in pursuance of section two Provision as 
of the Licensing Act (Ireland), 1874, shall close his premises on 
20 every day at the hour of nine o’clock at night. licences. 

3. The provisions of all Acts relating to the sale of intoxicating Construction 
liquors by retail, authorising or forbidding the doing of any act, f c f 3 re ^ s 
matter, or thing at any times during which the sale of intoxicating this Act. 
liquors is by the said Acts prohibited, shall be construed as if the 
25 times during which the sale of intoxicating liquors is prohibited by 
this Act were substituted respectively in the said Acts for the times 
therein mentioned. 

Any person who sells or exposes for sale, or opens or keeps open 
any premises for the sale of intoxicating liquors at any other times 
30 than those limited for such purpose by section forty-three of the 
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Act passed in the session of Parliament held in the twenty-third 
and twenty-fourth years of the reign of Her present Majesty, 
chapter one hundred and seven, as the same is amended by this 
Act, or during such times as aforesaid allows any intoxicating 
liquors to he consumed on such premises, shall, for the first offence, 6 
be liable to a penalty not exceeding ten pounds, and for any 
subsequent offence to a penalty not exceeding twenty pounds. 

4-. Nothing in this Act contained shall preclude the sale at any 
time at a railway station of intoxicating liquors to persons arriving 
at or departing from such station by railroad. 10 

5. No person keeping a house licensed for the sale of any 

intoxicating liquor to be consumed on the premises shall be liable 
to any penalty for supplying intoxicating liquors after the hours of 
closing to private friends, bon& fide, entertained by him at his own 
expense. 15 

6. No spirit grocer shall have or keep his premises open, nor 
shall he sell any intoxicating liquor in any such premises, at any 
other times than those limited for the sale of intoxicating liquors 
by retail to be drunk or consumed on the premises by section forty- 
three of the Act passed in the session of Parliament held in the 20 
twenty-third and twenty-fourth years of the reign of Her present 
Majesty, chapter one hundred and seven, as the same is amended 
by this Act, and any spirit grocer acting in contravention of the 
provisions of this section shall be liable to all and the same penalties 
and consequences to which, under the preceding provisions of this 25 
Act, any person who sells or exposes for sale, or opens or keeps open 
any premises for the sale of intoxicating liquors at any other time 
than those limited by the said section forty-three of the said Act, 

as the same is amended by this Act is liable. 

7. This Act may be cited as the Intoxicating Liquors (Ireland) 30 
Hours of Sale Act, 1890. 

8. This Act shall extend to Ireland only. 
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
